INTERESTINGLY 
TO HIS MOTHER 


W ilber R Chambliss, 234 Co. M. P. 
O., A. P. O. 705, A. E . P . France, has 
w ritten interestingly to his 
mother, 
Mrs William Chambliss of West Sec­ 
ond street. 
He said in part: 
"I have Peen a 
guatd on 
leave 
trains, making two trips this week. I 
ieft Bordeaux last 
Saturday 
at 
0 
o'clock in the evening and arrived at 
Biarritz Sunday morning at seven 
This is one of the world's best sum­ 
mer resorts and is located on the Bay 
of Biscay, about four miles north of 
the Spanish border. It sure is a beau­ 
tiful place, has a fine bathing beach 
and puts me in mind of Cedar Point 
for scenery. 
Took a climb 
around 
over the cliffs and could look over 
in Spain and see several towns. We 
left Biarritz Sunday night and arriv­ 
ed in Bordeaux Monday morning. 
“The other trip was down to 
tho 
Pyrennes mountains. 
We left Bor­ 
deaux Wednesday night at 7:50 and 
arrived at Lourdes, Thursday 
morn­ 
ing at 10:40, Lourdes is the holy city 
of France. 
We then had to get off 
the train and take electric cars up 
the mountains to Cauterrets, which is 
about 3,000 feet above the sea level. 
It took us forty minutes to run about 
eight miles. 
I thought I was seeing 
scenery when we were riding through 
the Alleghenies in the States. 
but 
they are just mere hills compared to 
the Pyrennes. 
They are the second 
largest 
mountains 
in 
Europe. 
I 
stood on the back platform of the 
car going up and believe me it was 
some dizzy ride. 
Before we got half 
way up we began to run into 
snow 
and when we 
reached 
Cauterrets 
there was about three inches of snow 
on the streets. 
I stayed 
up 
there 
about three hours and walked all over 
the town. 
Saw H arry 
K 
Thaw ’s 
hotel up there, which is some swell 
building. 
Well it got too cold up 
there for me and I took the trolley 
and came back down the valley 
to 
Lourdes. 
This is one of 
the 
most 
beautiful cities I have seen in France, 
and th a t is saying quite a lot, 
be­ 
cause I have seen some beautiful ones. 
We stayed in Lourdes 
until 
8:15 
Thursday night, then loaded up and 
arrived in Bordeaux this morning at 
ti: 30. 
“ Perhaps you don’t know what I 
mean bv a leave train. 
Well the go^ 
ernm ent leases a drain to haul sol­ 
diers on pass. 
They leave for seven 
days and each day there are enough 
going on leave to make a train, and 
likewise enough th at have had their 
pass out to make a 
train 
coming 
flack- 
So you see we take down a 
new bunch and bring back the ones 
who have had their leave out, there­ 
fore a train leaves Bordeaux every 
day and a train arrives every day. It 
sure is an interesting job and the peo­ 
ple down here tre a t us like kings, es­ 
pecially we M. P ’s having everything 
our own way. 
All we guards do is to 
keep order on the train, and 
keep 
the boys from drinking too much cog­ 
nac. 
“ I have an idea I#will get fo make 
another trip about Sunday, and hope 
to get to go to a different place. 
I 
have some 
pictures 
and 
souvenirs 
which I will bring home with me, that 
is if they don’t wear out before I get 
home. 
They tell us now we are 
going home in July.”

In brazing brasil, copper, wrought 
Iron and steel, clean the metal thor­ 
oughly at and neur the Joint to b<* 
brazed, by ac rn ping or filing.

The Peri sd ans ure the Inhabitants 
of the polar circle, w hose shadows dur 
lag some portions of the summer must 
in the course of the day move entirely 
around and m il toward every point of 
the compass.

principal citizens with salutations and 
kissing of hands to the bare earth; 
and then, after crossing a drawbridge, 
they saw approaching in a gorgeous 
litter none other than the great Mon­ 
tezuma, escorted by 200 of his cour­ 
tiers. 
Never has there been a more Impres­ 
sive scene In tile history of the Amer­ 
ican continent than this m eeting be­ 
tween the emperor of all M exico and 
the Spanish adventurer. 
The pictur­ 
esque surroundings, the silver-towered 
city rising from the gleaming lake, the 
countless hosts of gayly dressed sub 
Jects watching in awed silence, the 
magnificence of Montezuma and his 
train, the bronze, war-worn yet fiery 
appearance of the Spaniards—ail these 
teem like a page from the “Arabian 
Nights” rather than sober history.

Sergeant Ruth Farnan, an English 
woman, Hie first one to hold a com­ 
mand in the Serbian Army, has been 
decorated wit'h the Order of Kara- 
gorge, founded in 190 I by King Peter 
of Serbia.

sword for specially meritorious scrv-! 
ice in the Serbian Army. It is especial-1 
ly beautiful, being made of gold and I 
eh am el and hung with red ribbon. I 
This lady also received two lesser dec-’ ,,n(j 
orations for bravery under lire. 
Our Own Medal For Valor 
Naturally every country has its re­ 
ward for merit for brave deeds done 
in war and our own country has its 
United States Distinguished 
Service 
Cross for extraordinary heroism— the 
most..coveted of all decorations u> our 


boys. 
This may be given to men of 
all ranks. 
A private in tfio perform­ 
ance of his duties as a runner was 
obliged to travel over a roftd which 
was under constant and heavy shell 
fire, but he succeeded in delivering a 
message to his commanding officer, 
which enabled tho latter to so place 
his guns that a direct fire. was made. 
A major general in utter disregard for 
danger was such an inspiring example 
to his men that it resulted iii the 
crossing of the Aire and tho capture 
of Grand Pro and St. Juvin. 
Both 
men received the United States Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross. 
Almost every day tile United States 
Official Bulletin published by the gov­ 
ernment chronicles the bravery of n u n 
who are named by General Pershing 
to receive this honor. They come from 
no special part of the country and 
their home addresses show that the 
men from California and New York. 
the ones from Minnesota and 
Florala, have all given wonderful ex­ 
hibition of bravery. 
They are officers 
and privates and Y. M. C. A. and 
Knights of Columbus men all doing 
their duty fearlessly.

in many instances helped to reorgan­ 
ize stretcher bearers after the greater 
part of their companies had been 


killed and in this way saved many 
lives.

The four medals given by the Unit­ 


ed States which are most coveted by 
Die men are known under four names. 
Of course, there are various medals 
for 
sharpshooting. 
marksmanship. 
etc., but the four shown are the “real” 
honors from the Government, 
The Distinguished Sendee Cross is 
a bronze Maltese cross with rounded 
knobs on the end. 
In the center there 
is an eagle with outstretched wings, 
and just below it the words, “For 
Valor” are engraved. 
It is also hung 
from a red, white and blue ribbon, the 
blue being in the center and bearing a 
bronze oak leaf. 
The Distinguished Service Medal is 
a wreath of blue enamel, which bears 
in gold the words. “For Distinguished 
Service.” 
There is a bronze eagle in 
the center. 
The medal hangs from a 
red, white and blue ribbon of a curi­ 
ous pattern, the white stripe predomi­ 
nating. 
There are two medals awarded by 
Congress— one to tho soldiers and an­ 
other type to the sailors. 
They are 
given for gallantry In action and were 
adopted by that body in 1905. 
The one for the Army consists of a 
five pointed star of rose gold finish. 
On the medallion in the center is the 
head of Minerva in bold relief, sur- 
j rounded by a band bearing the in* 
I scription “United States of America.” 
; Upon each point of the star, which Hi 
I encircled by a green enamel wreath, 
is an oak leaf. Surmounting the whole 
is an eagle resting on a bar bearing 
the words “For Valor.” 
The decora­ 
tion is hung from a blue silk watered 
ribbon upon which there are thirteen 
white stars. 
The Congressional Medal of Honor 
for the Navy is a bronze five pointed 
star with a medallion in the center of 
Justice helping the fallen. 
TI Is hung 
by a bronze anchor attached to a bow 
of watered blue ribbon decorated with 
stars. 
The name of the recipient of the 
medal Is engraved upon the reverse 
side of each of the medals. 
They are 
given to both officers and privates.
